Pahis, April 2L— In spite of the pro- 
test of the premier, M. Bourgeois, the 
senate to-day iidopted on a division of 
171 to 90 a motion to postpone the vote 
on the Madagascar credits until a cab- 
inet has been formed which enjoys the 
coiilidence of both churn bers. 

The galleries of the senate were pack- 
ed with people during the debate. Few 
of the senators were absent and all the 
iiiiniaters were present, as well as a 
number of deputies. 

iU. Loubet announced that he litid re- 
ceived from a senator a proposal for a 
revision of the constitution, which had 
been referred to a committee. 

M. de !Mole read a resolution signed by 
the presidents of the three moderate 
groups, declaring that the senate had 
thrice refused a vote of confidence in the 
cabinet and that no senator would dream 
of bargaining with the credits of Mada- 
gascar. Violent interrtiptions and an 
exidiange ot cries between moderates 
and the democrats followed. Continu- 
ing, M. de IMole said the senate was 
really to vole the cretlits, but only when 
preseiitt'd by a ministry niiiidfnl of the 
constitution. The senate, he added, 
would not accept them from a cabinet 
whicli did notconform with the constitu- 
tion. 

The prender, M. Bourgeois, protested 
that it did not belong to the jirovinee of 
the eenate to judge whether or not the 
government had wrongly interpreted 
the constilntion. This right only lie- 
longed to the entire parliament, and he 
asked tlie 8ena,te to forget international 
disseneioJis in the presence of the neces- 
sity to vote the credits for the soldiers 
who had defeniled the honor of the 
French nation in the distant colonies 
nf l'"nin<'.e. 

Mr. Trurienx remark<.Hl that the mat- 
ter did not afl'ect the soldiers, as it was 
only a question to postpone the vote and 
not a refusal to vote the credits asked 
for. 

Tlie senate adjourned until Thursday. 

The cabinet almost iniiiiediately aftcr- 
wanls met at t he retitlence of M. Hotir- 
u'eois, and raiiiors were circulatdii in ihe 
lobbies of the jia'aceof ihe Lnxenibotirg, 
whed'ethe senate meets, that the cabinet 
will resign to-morrow.. The finance 
committee of tlie senate met after the 
sitting of that body and decided to ntlopt 
the entire credits and report to the sen- 
ate 00 Thursday if a new ministry is 
formed. A group of Demo('riits<lrew ii|)a 
declaration to "be presenttd to tJie cali- 
inet, which, although exfjic-^Hing confi- 
dence in tlie government, does not urge 
the ministry to remain in power in view 
of the hostile manifestations. In the 
lobbies the moderates were loud in ex- 
pressing the conviction that it was im- 
piiHsible for the ministry to remain in 
ollice, and that if hi; attempted to<loso 
President Faiire had nsKiire*! certain 
senators that Jie would asit M. PourgtKiis 
to resign. 

TACOMA'S MAYOKALTY. 

Mayor Elect Fawcett Assumes tbe Chief 
Magistracy,

ing at 10 o'clock. Ex-STayor Orr turned 
over his office to Mayor-Elect Fawcett 
on the stroke of 1 o'clock. 



fFrom Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, April 21. — Sir Mackenzie 
P.owell has virtually resigned the pre- 
miership, although the oflicial announce- 
ment will not he made niitil immediate- 
ly aftin- iirorogiitioii. Vestertlay lie in- 
formed his eolleagtiea in council that he 
was desirous of retiring from the politi- 
cal field and that as soon as the business 
of the session had been closed he would 
place hisrssigruttion in His lOxcellency's 
hands. 

In accordance with this decision Sir 
Mackenzie saw Lord Aberdeen during 
the course of the afternoon, when, as 
may iititurally beBujiposcd, llie situation 
was fully discussed. The fact that the 
(^inference lasted nearly thri;e hours is 
a fairly good intlicati .n of the important 
nature of the meeting.' The Premier 
again saw His Ivxcellency this evening. 

It is understood to lie Sir Mackenzie's 
intention to retire absolutely from any 
oflicial position, retaining only his .seat 
in the Senate. He will, however, in ac- 
cordance with a generallv expressed de- 
sire, be one of the Canadian delegates to 
the Colonial OfB-e gathering on the 
Pacific cable question next month. 

Joseph jNIarlin, the misrepresentative 
oi Winnipeg and llio most oli'eiisive Grit 
partisan in the house, this altei-noon on 
the most frivolous pretence opjiosed the 
hill designed to facilitate polling in Vic- 
toria. He was severely scored 1)3' Hon. 
Mr. Prior. Eventually the bill passed 
its second reatling. 

Hon. Mr. Dickey introduced a bill for 
the purpose of dividing the several poll- 
ing sub-divisions cf Yale-Cariboo to al- 
low voters to vote in any polling division 
where they might be on election day. 
Hon. Mr. Dickey said Mr. Mara urged a 
complete revision of the whole district, 
owing to tbe great increaseof population 
and the development of the constituen- 
cy. That, liowevor, was impracticable 
this session, but the present bill would 
enable a great many to vote who \yould 
otherwise be disfranchised. Messrs. 
:\lartin and Mills (Bothwell) opposed 
the '.neasure. 

The proposed loan to the CP. R. will 
aggregate $5,000,000, the approximate 
leiigtli of the Crow's Nest Pass line be- 
ing 250 miles. 

The Patrons of Industry are asking 
for the abolition of the ^'200 deposit re- 
quired in the federal elections. 

It is said to-night that the govern- 
ment has decided on .luiie iltli and 
•June 16 , h as the dates of nomination 
and polling for the general elections. 

A long discussion took place to-night 
on the resolution regarding the re-arma- 
ment of the militia. At first the oppo- 
sition were disposed to obstruct, but 
when Hon, Mr. Foster said the ex- 
penditure had actually been contracted 
for the resolution was allowed to pass. 
Mr. Foster said the Lee-Fii field rifles 
would on an average cost £3 16s, and 
the 24 twelve-pounders for four batteries 
a thousand pounds each.

THE BLACK PLAGUE. 

Hongkong Quarantined— Much Sickness and 
Many Deaths There. 

Sa.v Francisco, April 20. — Tbe steatn- 
sliip Gaelic arrived yesterday from 
Hongkong and Yokohama via Honolulu. 
Owing to the iirevalence of the black 
plague at Hongkong the steamer was 
sent to quarantine island. The cabin 
jitissengers, fifty in number, were al- 
lowed to land, but the 200 steerage pas- 
sengers were kept on board. A case of 
smallpox developetl during the voyage 
from Yokohama to Honolulu, and there 
was a case of plague just before Lho 
slciinier left Yokoliania. There was no 
sickness on board wdieii the steamer ar- 
riveii to-day, ami after the steerage [las- 
seiigers and their baggage have been fu- 
iiiigated, thev will jirobably he allowed 
to land. 

The plague in China is not alarming. 
Tliere is a great deal ot sickness among 
the luiropean colony at Hunkong, but 
nothing very serious. Up to Mtircli 20 
there bad been 2()-l cases of ])lagiio in 
Hongkong since January 1. Most of the 
.South China and island jiorts have de- 
clareil quarantine against Hongkong. A 
case of plague is reported ^roin Singa- 
pore. 

A fatal cattle disease has broken out 
which has almost ruined the dairy busi- 
ness. 

The German ofiicers engaged in organ- 
izing and tirilling the new Chinese army 
at Nanking were attacked and badly 
beaten by a Chinese mob. 

News from Korea slates that the Kor- 
ean Iving is still domiciled at the Itus- 
sian legation, btit that the Jtiissians are 
endeavoring to jiersuade hi 111 to return 
to his palace. 

Outbreaks among the Koreans against 
the Japanese are still frequent and a 
number of Japanese have been killed. 

The Gaelic brinKS news that Admiral 
McNear, in command of the Asiatic 
squadron, is contemplating a naval de- 
monstration in Chinese waters. The 
fleet, consisting of the Detroit, Olympia, 
Charleston and Boston, will rendezvous 
at Shanghai during the summer and 
will then sail north along the coast of 
China and Japan. 



A dispatch from Lisbon to tlie.Times 
says that a wealthy manufacturer named 
Domingo, whih? returning in his car- 
riage from his factory to the Alhambra 
station, wiia killed, together with his 
coachman, by a bomb made of dynamite 
and nails.

M. LEON SAY. 

Death of the Distinguished French States- 
man and Political Economist. 

P.Miis, April 21. — Leon Say, the distin- 
guished economist, died this morning. 
Jean Baptiste Leon Say was the son of 
Horace Eniile Say, the celebrated politi- 
cal economist. Following tho traditions 
of Ilia family, ho devoted himself to the 
study of political economy, and for many 
years he was editor of the .lournal des 
Debats. He wtis an unsuccessful candi- 
date for Corps Legislatif in ISliU, but in 
Februarv. 1S7I, be was returned to the 
National A.-sem bly as one of the rej)re- 
sentativesof the department of the Seine, 
in June the same year he became pre- 
fect of tluit department. In October, 
1S71, he came to London accoini)iuiicd 
by M. Vautrain, the president of the 
municipal council of Paris, and present- 
ed to till! court of aldermen at the ( iuild- 
liall a bronze medal of the Hotel de 
N'ille, and the laiL'e gold medal which 
was struck in comn.enioratioii of the re- 
virtiialling of Paris by voluntary siib- 
scrijitions cdllecteil in this country. ,\t 
the same time be, on behalf of M. 
Thiers, presented the l.oril Mayor with 
the grand cross Id' the Legion of Honor. 
He and M. N'aiilrain were entertained 
at ii i)ublic bi'.niiiiet at the Jlansiori 
House ((Ictober I'S;. On Defomber 7, 
ls7u', he Wiis made minister of linaiici' 
liy .M. Thiers, on whose downfall he 
niituially left otlice (May L'l, bS7a). He 
again accepted the portfolio of flnanoe 
in M. Huflei's administration in 
March, 1885. Soon after he was elected 
a senator for the department of the 
Seine-et-Oise ; bis term of odice ex |)i red 
in |n7'2. He retained his portfolio in 
the Daufiiie cabinet ni the lOlh of .May, 
1S7."), and in the .lules .Simon cabinet of 
the loth December following, but lie 
retired with the hitler May 17, 1877. 
When a new ministry was funned un- 
der the presidency of .Mr. I»iifaure, in 
December, 1.S77, M. I.eoii Say again he- 
came minister id" limmce. He presieleii 
over the international monetary conven- 
tion held at t he foreign oflice, Paris, in 
August, 1^7S. Ho riuained the position 
of minister of linance in the lirst cabinet 
formed by President (irevy. He re- 
tiretl from the administration December 
17, 187S), with the head of the cabinet, 
M. Waddington, and resumed his 
place among the members of the 
left centre. In April, ISSI), he was tip- 
pointed ambassador in Dondon, with a 
view to his conilucling the negotititions 
for a treaty of commerce, and be met 
with a cordial reception, but he returned 
to Paris in the course id' ti lew weeks, in 
conseipience of his having been elected 
|)ri:siilent of the siiiiate, .May L'o, l,S,Sl), i)i 
plac: of M. Martel, who hiiil resigned iiii 
account of ill hetillli. A short time i)re- 
viously to this the Academy of Moral 
:uid Political Sciences had elected M. 
Leon as successor to M. Michael Che- 
valier (April 2-1). He was re-elected pre- 
sident 01 tho senate January 20, 1881, 
and he became minister of finance in the 
De Froycinet cabinet, formed January 
.'iO, 18S2. M. Leon Say was a f^reat auth- 
ority on financial and efionomiiyil ipies- 
tions, and wrote a number of important 
works on these subjects, besides contri- 
btUiiiL' to the current papers and periodi- 
cals. In December, 1.S7I, tlie French 
Academy of Moral and Political Sciencet 
elected M. Leon Say to the seat left 
va(;ant hy the detilli of M. Diihois. 

President I'^aure has sent his condo- 
lence U) the widow of M. Leon Say. The 
remains of the deceased will he interred 
in the cemetery of Pore la Chaise. The 
funernl will be simple, in accordantie 
wdth the wishes of the^ deceased. Tl'.ere 
will be no speeches o'r flowers. There 
has been a continuous procession at the 
Say residence since morning of peoiile 
desirous of taking a hist look at the body 
of the distiiignisbed I"'reuch htatesman.

The General Stands on His I'areiital 
Claims and Appeals to 
His Sou. 



Ninv VonK, April 21. — From the n;i- 
tioiuil lieiuKj uii rters of tlio Siilvatioii 
Army ComniaiKiiuits Freilurick and l^m- 
nia Jiooth-Ttieker have (I've'i oul three 
letters. The first of these is a letter of 
resignation which Ballington and Mrs. 
Booth sent to tlie international headquar- 
ters on receiving confirmation of their 
ehunge of eoriiniand, coiitiiiniiig the 
whole of the alletjed " twenty-two reas- 
ons " for severing theiiiselverf from the 
Salvation Army. The second is tlie re- 
ply of Mr. r>rani\vell KdoiIi, chief of the 
stall', and the third is an appeal from 
(ieneral iiudtli to his son not Id resign 
the command and leave the army. 

liallington'a letter, dated .lanuary .'SI , 
aeciiaed Ida father, General Jiuotli, with 
liavinf; eornered him and dealt him a 
cruel hlow. lie says he has lost eonli- 
deneo in him ami therefore refuses to 
take anc.l;er coniinand. The letter is as 
follow.s : 

" We feel tliat in any territory we en- 
tered for another comniaod, we should 
be fettered and shackled at every turn, 
and that the same actions of tlie General 
towards us would be repealed hy him on 
visiting our territory. We do not Ije- 
lieve we could over '^n thniULdi anotiier 
tour for him, nor do we I'eel that God 
call.^ us to suffer at the (ieneral 's hands 
couatant \itijiiat treatment, wdiicdi conhl 
only embitter ns, to say nothing of tlu? 
ill and unfortunate impression it would 
make upon those who witnessed it, such 
as was made by his visit here. 

" l\'.ople live in fear of tlic (Ieneral. 
Therefore they kee]) their months sliul . 
Thev know if they .-^iic^ak a word they 
would he east out of tlu^ army. While 
in the States the General whs not only 
unlcind and unapprceiativeto us person- 
ally, but was luird, ill-tempered and im- 
possible to please. From the liour of 
his arrival he treated us without fatherly 
.-regard or affection and often with eon- 
tempi, so that in the ])resence of onr 
own j)eople, who had conlidc^lH e in ns 
and were watching (^very action, he 
alicmitcd our affection from him. 

" He a-]i|ii'areil to us so utterly ineon- 
sistect with regard to swidls. According 
to i mpliidt irist rnct ions we had i;otahle 
]KMSons up(in 1 hi' ))latlorm — though un- 
(ieiHtar.d \\ f had never liad them on the 
Army phitfonii orgavctheni iireccilenca? 
over oar own piMjple licloic. In many 
places he hardly took notice of tht: loyal 
troops who had coune uules ai a pci soiuil 
sacrifice and expense to see him, hut ho 
went out of his way to show consider- 
ation and afTeotion even for some of 
these outsiders. Then, in council, and 
in iiartieiilar to us privately, lie would 
uiaice ont h.e deaiiised tlieso outsiders — 
that he had no hope for them. 

" lie belittled army work, even say- 
iuR to us he eouhl have lirawn just as 
largo crowds iuid had just as ninch sn^,- 
eeas without any Salvati'm Army at all, 
'and rcmarkeil in anger that, he wonlil 
iiav(! dune much hetler in iikjiicv if he 
liad hired himself out like lecturers do, 
with an agent to get up meetiriL's, thus 
showing he is utterly iiiiniinilful of the 
toil and ellbrl of our dear odicers and 
soldiers, who had sacrilieud, lost r(3st, 
and worked theniselvea to please liim, 
to show bim something virorthy of the 
Army and the nation. It became to us 
quite evident liefore he liad long been in 
the country, that he did not come to in- 
spect the troops or enter into our battle 
here, but expressed hia preconceived 
and prejudiced ideas to ride rough-shod 
over ua all. 

'•This was painfully patent at the 
first stall" council, whore he said: ' I'm 
not Koi"ii to let you suck all tliO juice 
out of this plum,' and many other things 



wdiich {taused surprise and comnienti 
among the ollicers. He never talked tcj 
U8, or invited us to tall; to him concern- 
ing our <li(!'creiicus, trials and ])laiia of 
work, or its needs, etc. If asked for 
ojiinioiis it was invariably merely that 
he might contradict it and prove ua 
wrong. 

" He would accept the notions of any 
minister or outsider before ours, and 
this, mind you, concerning the capacity 
of hall, suitability of cities, tlie pei>|)le 
he ought to meet, etc. Manv otlier mat- 
ters there were which tlaesevery persons 
would themselves refer to us in many 
instances from our wider knowledge of 
the country. He utterly refused to re- 
ceive our opinions upon anything, until, 
to save constant friction and unpleaaant- 
ness, we had to dose our mouths; in- 
deed, this was the saddest disappoint- 
ment in our' lives." 

The General's letter makes at)ont 4,- 
OIH) words, and is summed up in tlie con- 
cluding paragraphs : 

" I know this is a linastful age of what 
men call fre(!doin. We have got a long 
way back toward Ihi! days of old when 
ev(!ry man did wdiat was right in his 
own eyes, still, there is alter all a uni- 
versal instinct that ootnething is due 
f rum son to hia father, and that parental 
ehums have still the sanction of man- 
kind. 

" Those who are not flattering syco- 
phants of the liour will be disposed to 
think you owe something to your father, 
nuestioiiing w hetlier you ever filled the 

space you oc(!U[iicd in his vision if you i 
had not been my son and had the Salva- 
tion .•\rniy behind you. > 

"Oh lialliiigtoii. Hall iuglon , you (tan- ; 
not he in your right reason I The whole 
thing is liki' a horrid dream. ' 

" Again an'l again I ask myself ' Is 
this reality or imagination'.'' l''or your 
own sake hesitate ; thinU; return. The i 
worst c.Hii yet be avoided and part may 
be forgiven. 

" lielieve me still your affectionate 
father praying for you all the time.

]VI[AT IS " COERCION 

Mr. Tcmpleinan and Dr. Jlihio say in 
their Addre.s.n to the Electors ol" the 
Electoral District of Victoria: " be- 
lieve in provincial rights and will op- 
pose coercion in any form towards the 
provinces of the Dominion in respect to 
matters upon wliich they have been en- 
trusted to IcKislato." This sounds well ; 
but tlio thinking elector would like to 
know from Messrs. Tenipleuiau and 
Milne what are provincial rights; who 
created them, and where are they auth- 
oritatively defined? 

Has a province the right to violate the 
provisions of tlie Constitution? Can a 
province be justified and ought it to be 
upheld when it delibenitely breaks or 
ignores the terms of the federal compact 
or, as it is called by the members of the 
Judicial Committee of the I'rivy Coun- 
cil, the parliamentary compact? In a 
word, has a province a right to break its 
bargain, deliberately made and setdown 
in black and \-7hite? 

Then again, there are many forms of 
coercion. Wlien, for instance, iJrown is 
compelled to pay Jones the amount of 
his bill, is the coercion something which 
honest men should reprobate? Is Smith, 
■when he is forced to carry out the terms 
of his contract punctually and honestly, 
reasonable when he raises a howl about 
coercion? Is the coercion which sends 
Robertson to the penitentiary for steal- 
ing his neighljor's horse dangerous to 
society and something to orate against 
and denounce at public meetings? The 
Grit candidates must, when they reflect, 
see that coercion is a very good word in- 
deed when it is properly used. When 
a man is compelled to do what law and 
justice and his own pledged word re- 
quire him to do, the coercion which is 
applied to him is not only good, but 
absolutely necessary for the well-being 
of society. 

Messrs. Templeman and Milne know 
that the Province of Manitoba has en- 
tered into a compact to protect the de- 
nominational minority. Tliey know 
that the minority, when they are ag- 
grieved l)y the Legislature ^)i llie pro- 
vince, have the right to a|)pi'iil to the 
Governor- t_ienernl-in-( 'ouncil. They also 
know that the Ciovernor-Geiieral-iii- 
Council has the power to ojnsider that 
appeal and to submit the case of the ap- 
pellants to the Parliament of the Dom- 
inion, accompanied with such recom- 
eiidations as the Ciovernor-( icneral-iii- 
Couiicil sees lit to iiii\ke. They 
also must admit that Parliament has the 
power to consiilcr tluit reCDiiinieiulaliDii 
and to take such action upon it as it 
deems right. So far there is, tliey must 
admit, no coercion— nothing but a sim- 
ple process of law. The party aggriiived 
has the right to petition; the iiuthoiity 
appealed to has the right tocoiisicier the 
apiieal, and tlie tribunal appoinled by 
the Constitution to decide upon the ap- 
peal has the power to come toadecision. 
That decision, too, is an authoritative 
decision, and if it requires the party ap- 
pealed against to redress the grievance 
complained of the coercion is not such 
as any reasonable man, any lover of law 
and order, can protest against. 

This is the Manitoba school caae di- 
vested of partisan misreprosentation. It 
is simply a suit to obtain redress of a 
grievance entered into according to the 
provisions of the constitution of Manitoba 
and proceeded with as that constitution 
directs; and the Province of Manitolia 
is not in any respect more reasonable 
when it complains of remedial legislation 
approved by a majority of Parliament 
than has the debtor when he is com- 
pelled to pay the amount of a judgment 
against him, or a contractor when he ia 
fprced to carry out faithfully the terms 
ot his agreement.

So it seems that Messrs. TenipltMium 
and Milne do not depend entirely on the 
blue books to find ont how much this 
Province contributes to the Doiiiiiiion 
Treasury and to Eastern monopolies in 
excess of the sum returned to us for all 
purposes. In those blue books, as every 
intelligent man knows, isaetdown every 
dollar that the province pays to the 
Dominion Treasury and every dollar it 
receives in return. There is no room 
for any play of the imagination in mak- 
ing a computation from them of what 
British Columbia pays and what she re- 
ceives. But .when the Grit candidates 
reject the blue books and drift into 
the region of conjecture there ia no tell- 
ing where they may land. It depends 
upon tlio guessing capacity of the iigur- 
ist whether the sum total is two millions 
or twenty. Sir Kichard Cartwriglit 
tried his hand at this sort of guessing 
and he arrived at conclusions that were 
so clearly impossible that the Grits 
themselves laughed at tlieui. Let the 
gentlemen who seek to represent the 
electors of \'ictoria in Parliitiueiit stick 
to the lilue books. The data they sup- 
])ly are known to be reliable, and the 
ability ol the calculator being admitted 
the results of these caloulatioDB will be 
entitled to respect. But, when they go 
to guessing and making fanciful calculu- 
lions, based upon imaginary data, it 
would be folly for them to expect 
any man of iiilclligonce to pay the 
.'^lijilitest roajiect to their theories. Gen- 
erally when a man leaves reliable 
lignres and, to make a point, deals in 
hypothetical rates and amounts, it is 
generally understood that he does so for 
the purpose of deceiving and beu-ilder- 
ing those who have tlie patience to 
listen to him. Consequently when 
.Messrs Templeman and Milne tell us 
that they base their calculations on 
lignres not contained in the blue books 
they lay themselves open to the suBpicion 
of having designs on the credulity of the 
electors. 



on their native veldt are more than "a 
match for the British, numbers being 
anything like equal. Mr. F. A. Le 
Meaurier seoms to bo of n very different 
opitiion. In thp war of 1880-81 it has 
been said that the 'British troops were 
completely demoralized, but Mr. Le 
Mesurier is ot a very difTerent opinion, 
lie says : 

"The Transvaal garrisons with- 
out exception considered that they 
had not been beiiteii in any 
oiiii jiarticuhir, diwing tln'ir move- 
ments. We always consideied that 
the Boers got hack(|uite as uiucli a» they 
gave; and when the pence was an- 
nounced at Pretoria some of the volun- 
teers were so incensed ami got so out of 
hand, that it was not possible to prevent 
their burning a dislingiiished ])ersonag! 
ill elligy. Jly feelings at the time wer^ 
diametrically opposed to the conclusion 
of tlie peace, and that was generally felt 
by all the people besieged in Pretoria 
and at the several outposts, exc<])tiiig 
those Boers who were compelled by the 
force of circumstances to cnst in their 
lot with ourselves ; now, however, I can 
only regard the decision arrived at as 
being one of the most magnanimous acts 
of the British Administration." 

It was magnanimous, as Mr. Le 
Mesurier shows, because at the time tlie 
British had force enough in the country 
to have completely cruAed the Boers, 
but they refrained.

TIIE JIOERS. 



A great ileal has been written al)ont 
the Boers of late. They have been 
represented as a simple-minded, virtu- 
ous and brave people, who, if they were 
left alone, would live a life of Arcadian 
innocence and simplicity. But other 
and later writers give ua a different 
view of these South African Dutchmen. 
A writer in the April number of the 
Contemporary Ueview leads us to the 
conclusion that the Boer has a good 
deal of the savage in his make-up. He 
in the first |)la(:e regards the native 
races with contempt and dislike. He 
left Cape Colony because he was not al- 
lowed any longer to use lilaclc men as 
slaves, and when he went north he took 
it into his head that the natives of the 
territory which he conq,uered were the 
property of his countryman,. It was 
in their attempt tO' assert this owner- 
sliij) of the people as well as the land 
that the Poers in the early stitge of their 
existence as a eommouwealtli very nearly 
came to grief. A writer in the West- 
minster Review of the present mouth 
when describing the Boers Qnda it neces- 
sary to say : 

" There is, however, anotlier side to the 
Boer characler. lie has little, if any, re- 
gard for the native population by whicii 
he is siirniiiiided ; in fact a Lioerwill 
treat an ox or a horse with more I'on- 
sideratioii than he will ii Katlir. Per- 
haps, their early lii.story hascaiised theiii 
to hate and despise the blacUK; tliey 
seem to reiiieiiilier the wrongs done to 
them ill the past by the natives, butthey 
entirely ignore tlie fact that they owe 
their wealth and even their existence 
Id the manual labor alTortietl to them by 
the black races. An intelligent Boer 
once told ine that when he and his 
family were farming in tlie wilds of the 
Transvaal and were surrounded by hun- 
1 1 reds of Kaffirs he had no hesitation in 
shodting an insubordinate servant potir 
I'licijiirnji; Us aulres." 

It was this tendency to ill-use and 
tyrannise over the natives lliiit caused 
the P.i itish to interfere for their protec- 
tion anil that earned for them the hitter 
liatred of the lloers. Mr. Worslicld in 
the Coiiti'iiiiioriiry says ; 

" I siiggefcled at the coinuiciiceiiKMit of 
this paper that it would he found that 
I'liiglaiid's iiiterferimces with the liocrs 
were neither scUisli nor aggressive, lint 
I think the facts go further than this. 
They show that whatever grievances the 
Dutch farmers had while lliey were in 
the Cape Colony they had no grievance at 
Xatal ; they show that the reason why 
the I'loers refused to remain under the 
equitable system ot adminiatratiou 
which was then established was the de- 
sire to be free from British control in their 
dealings with the natives. They show 
that under the new relationship which 
was created by the recotrnitio'.i of the 
Boer republics, snbseiiuent interfer- 
ences were undertaken when the com- 
mon interests of Smith Africa were en- 
dangered by the aggression or the inher- 
ent weakness of tlu'se republicH. . . . 
But to the honor of Enghmd it staiKis 
written on the page of history that from 
the first assumption of the government 
of the Cajie of Good Hope she baa re- 
solutely set herself to the task of meling 
out justice between the conflicting claims 
of the colonists and natives; that by 
assuming this ' attitude she rendered lier 
government unacceptable to this maas of 
the. original IStiropean inhabitants; but, 
in the face of the difBcultlea aiul the 
bitter opposition this cre.tted, she again 
and again compelled the moat stubborn 
of these lOuropean offender.^ to do justice 
to the colored races whoso eli.impion 
and protector she was."

CRAIGFLOWER ROAD. 

Suggestion Made at the Conference to 
Submit a Test Case to the Court. 

The Craigflower road difliculties were 

iliscuased yesterday at a conference held 
at the city hall, at svhich the city conn- 
cil, the petitioners who want the road 
kept open and the property owiiera who 
object to their lots being cut in two by 
the road, were all represented. The 
Mayor jiresided and the proceedings 
were of a aomewhal informal character, 
the petitioners and the ])roperty owners 
who o])pused them being given full op- 
portunity to explain their views. 

Mr. C. W. .lenkinson opened for the 
petitioners, asking that the city take 
steps towards keeping the Craigliower 
road open, as it was a public highway 
and a more direct and convenient route 
than by other streets. 

Rev. Mr. Ellison, as a property owner, 
set forth his side of the question, main- 
taining that his lots would be greatly 
injured by allowing the Craigliower 
road to go through them diagonally in- 
stead of using Catherine and Langford 
stieets. 

Mr. li. Hall, aiiiitlier prnperty owner, 
was of opinion that the city should 
stand aside mill li't the iietilioners and 
pioporty owners light the matter out in 
the courts. Tho Craigliower road, he 
maintained, had only hitherto been used 
as a thoroughfare as a ncitter of con- 
venience, until the city laid out proper 
streets on a regular plan. Besides, by 
not allowing in the taxation of tho pro- 
perty for the ground taken up by the 
road, the city had practically admitted 
the contention of the i)rojierty owners. 

The Miiyor while not iliscussing ihe 
merits of "the case, lieM that no one had 
a riglil to erect a liarrier acniss the road ; 
and Aid. .Macmillan suggested that the 
best method to settle Ihe dilliciilty would 
be to submit a friendly test case to the 
courlH. 

:Vlil. Marcliant took the same view 
and tho conference linished by the 
Mayor remarking that the city council 
would give the matter their considera- 
tion.

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African Situation Eiiniestly Con 
Sidercd by Britlsli Govoriinient 
— IJoei's More Deliiuit. 

England's Tower and Prestige 
Threatened in South Africa 
and Egypt. 



London-, April 21. — A long and im- 
portant inetiting ot cabinet ministers 
took phicu this ivftonioon and it is be 
liuved Uiat tlii; South Afric.in and Kgyp- 
tian situations were ilie cause of it. The 
Marquis of Salisbury is expected to 
ajrrive in London from the continent tO' 
night. 

Capetown, Ai)ril 21. — lu the opinion 
of many peo])le here, the beat move for 
Great Britain to make at tliis moment 
would bo to purchase Delagoa Bay so as 
to be in a position to stop the 
importation into the Transvaal of 
German arms, ammunition, heavy 
euns and iron plates for the 
forts. The Boera are becoming stronger 
and more defiant every day, yet, appar- 
ently, Ureat Britain is hopelessly blind 
to the gravity of the situation, which ia 
really huconuiiK serious eiuiugli to 
threaten her wilh the lo.ss of inirnent-e 
tracts of territory in thia part of llie 
world. A re^!iinent or two will do no 
good — thin^is have gone bfyoiul that 
stage. It will now rccpure an army 
corps or the inlliience of lierlin to (|iicll 
the rapidly ri.-^iiig stoi'in. 

Fully two hundred persons have Ijueu 
killed by jMatal)ele.s sinee the upriaing 
occurred, and men of ureat expei fence 
in South African warfare notice that the 
Matabeles are acting in a nuunier alto- 
gether different from that ilisiilayed 
npon former occasions of a similar na- 
ture. The men claim to see in the tac- 
tics of natives a guiding hand of the 
leaders of the Transvaal burghers. 
Nothing will convince them to the con- 
trary. Tliey insist that the Boers are 
arming for" a struggle with the Britiah 
for the mastery of , South Africa, and 
they hold that the Transvaal is being ac- 
tively encouraged and asaiated in the 
matter by Germany. 

Captain Napier, with a force of about 
200 men, left Buluwayo yesterday morn- 
ing, according to a dispatch received 
from that place, on a reconnoitering ex- 
pedition. The Mutabeles, it waa be- 
lieved, had moved southward, away 
from the positions they occupied, 
intending, it was supposed, to intercept 
the relief corps advancing from Mafe- 
king. But the scouting party was sur- 
prised to find the Matabelea in great 
force about five miles north-east of Bulu- 
wayo. Napier's command was tired 
upon, and ho returned the enemy's lire 
and retreated in good order, it being 
UHuleas for such a small body of troops 
to engage several thousand Matabeli^ 
warriors aj)parently well su))plied with 
fire aVins. 

The return of the Napier party under 
the eircumstuucea cast quite a gloom at 
Buhl .wiyo, as it was believed that the 
e.'ctensivu defence works, laagers, dyna- 
mite mines and barbed wire obstacles 
thrown around Buluwayo bad convinced 
the Matabeles that the place was im- 
pregnable, and, in consequence, they 
had shifted their camp southward. It 
now appears that while- it is true that 
several thousand Matabeles have struck 
camp for parts unknown, there are 
enough remaining in the vicinity of 
Bulnwiiyo to cause much uneasiness. 

It is true tliiit IS wagons loaded with 
provisions succeeded in eiiterini; tlie 
town, hut there are many mouths to 
feed and relief eori)a are a long way olF 
and moving slowly on account of the 
scarcity of water and the ravages of rin- 
derpest anion u the cattle. 

Pessimists say that a month more 
may elapse before the Mafeking relief 
«orps reaches Buluwayo and a great deal 
may happen by that time. Uflicials of 
the* British Chartered Company are 
•doing everything possible under the cir- 
^tnmstances, are paying large bonuses 
to transport riders, ami volunteers are 
hurrying forward supplies as fast us pos- 
sible, hilt here again the deadly rinder- 
pest intei feres with the work of relief. 
The aituiition grows darker every day in 
spite of the very effective means taken 
to defend Buluways. 

SPAIN AXD CUBA. 

Contemplated Retornis for Uie Island -Opin- 
ion That the War Will Be Brouijlit 
to Honorable Conclusion. 

Madkii), April 21. — The government 
of Soaiii has Cdnijileted, l;ariiiig a few 
details, its prei)arutions ul putting into 
shape the contemplated reforina in tlie 
colonies, Colonial Minister Castellanos 
asserts that they are on the lines traced 
bv his prcdi'cessor and jiiisscd March ll', 
ISDo, but nil dfliiiite date is yet (ixcd fur 
carrying out the leioriiis. The govern- 
ment will decdde on dales after again 
consulting Cien. W'eyler. The colonial 
minister says that his frcnpient inter- 
vie.\S lately with rreiiiier Canoviis 
wore chiefly regarding HlatemiMils 
to be made in the royal speech 
on tbfe meeting of the eorles in May. 
with a view to exhibiting to the country 
the real state of aflairs in Cuba, the coat 
of the campaign, the intentions of the 
cabinet respecting colonial autonomy, 
and the relations existing betwt'en the 
ISIadrid goveriiiuent and W'ashiiigloii 
City. jMucli stress will ho laid upon the 
necesBity ot (continuing the ellbrta to im- 
prove the coaat defence of both the 
mother country and the colonies, and of 
placing the army and navy on a better 
footing. 

These de(darations of the minister of 
the colonics are much commented uiion. 
Madrid journals, Liberal and Kopubli- 
can, freely express^ the opinion that the 
Cuban reforms are 'not likely to he satis- 
factorily carried out by the Conservative 
party, which has always fought them^ 
and contributed to the failure of the 
first and more comprehensive home rule 
bill of 181);i. La Epoca arid other minis- 
terial organs have been instructed to 
say that this evolution of the colonial 
])olicy is not duo to American intcrfor- 
ence,' but ia purely spontaneoua. Any- 
how, the reforms "could hardly bo put 
into force during the rainy season, 
wliich means a signilicant desire to gain 
time by postponement fur several 

It is interesting '^lo observe how the 



idea is gainine among all classea that the 
Cuban war will be hrpugbt to a.cloae'by 
some concession that nmy lead to honor- 

aI)lo arrangements for the submission of 
the insurgents without too mnch appar- 
ent niciliati(m or pressure on the part of 
the United States. It ia signilicanf. in- 
deed, that Lu J'lpoai now a<lniils the 
feasibility of luakin;,' extensive cnncca- 
sioiiH to jiacify Cuba, and that h'.l Ini- 
IKircial says to day: " It is evidenttbat 
we must go lieyond the reforma already 
in(!iitioned." La l^poca observes : "The 
Spanish nation alone luight bargain upon 
the basis of caintulalion to put an end to 
the painful war, but on ilie condition 
tliat thia would he in no wiae due to an 
incursion of foreigners into our affairs. " 

BAIION HIRSCH. 

Death of the Millionaire Financier and 
Ptatlanthropist— His Enterprise 
and His Charities. 

Vienna, April 21.— Baron Hirsch died 
this morning of heart disease at his es- 
tate near Komorn. Baron Maurice de 
Hirsch, whose full niimo was Mauricede 
Uirscli de Gereuth, had a world-wide 
reputation as a millionaire financier and 
philanthropist. His charities in Austria 
and Germany were innumerable and 
his schemes for transplanting his unfor- 
tunate Russian co-religioniBts in .South 
America cost what an ordinary mer- 
chant would consider n colossal fortune. 
In Egypt and Europe, and Asiatic Tur- 
key many schools, educational and in- 
dustrial, wer'! founded and maintained 
bv the Baron. For instruction in Gali- 
ci"a alone he gave 1:1(10,000. 

To liussia the Baron made the munifi- 
cent offer of £3,000,000 for public in- 
struction, with the sole proviso that no 
distinction should hi; made in the ap- 
])licat ion of tlio funds as to race or re- 
ligicm. Tlie Russian government de- 
clined. The Baron was particularly 
fond of the aport of turf and chase. He 
maintained large racing stables and 
partridge shooting grounds at Eichborn 
and St. Johann, two of his country es- 
tates, said to be the finest in Europe. 
His principal residence of late years was 
in Paris, but a great part of his time was 
gpent in England. 

Born in Munich, (ili years ago, the son 
of a Bavarian inerchiint, he early enter- 
ed business, beeoiuiiig identified ;it the 
age of 17 with the iMiropean hanking 
houses of Bischotl'shein and Gold- 
sclimidt. Before he was 21 years old 
his capacity as a financier became evi- 
dent. His moderate patrimony soon 
doubled itself ; his personal influence 
was greatly increased by a matrimonial 
alliance with Mile. Bischoflschein, 
daughter of the head o£ the banking 
house witli which he was associated. 
He was the first to plan .the system of 
railways leading from Buda-Pesth, in 
Hungary, to Varna, on the^ Black Sea, 
and through his strong will and financial 
capacity the plana were carried out. 

In 1866 the commercial collapse of 
Mr. Lagrnnd Dumonceau, which shook 
the money world of Belgium to its foun- 
dation, gave him his opportunity. Ho 
secured the most valuable of the assets, 
including Turkish railways, and by skil- 
ful manipulation built nj) in a (juarter 
of a century a fortune which at his 
death ecjuals that of Kothscliild. Baron 
llirscli was a Jew, and much of his for- 
tune went to ameliorate the condition of 
Ilia oppressed co-reliaionists in all climes, 
esiiecially Russia. 

During the lirst rush of the exodus of 
the .lews from Riisaia in 1890, he sent 
the Jewish societies in New York X2,000 
a month to aid in establiahing the peo- 
ple, who came in such numbers and 
without any preparation in the way of 
funds. Subsequently Haron Hirsch sent 
to this country £500,000 as a fund, on 
which the interest would he al)out £25,- 
000 a year. I'art of this has lu'en useil 
in establishint.' the colony at Woodbine, 
N. J. Tlio baron rather favored the 
emigration of the liLisL-ian .lews to .South 
America inatead of North .Vniericn, and 
spent about £2, 000, 000 in tlie Argentine 
Kepuhlic alone. 

It ia related of tlie Baron that once 
when entertaining American visitors a 
dispatch was brouiilit to him asking for 
aid for some fugitive Jtws exiled from 
the Turkish empire. The sum asked for 
was 100,000 marks (i5,000). The Baron 
told his secretary to wire the committee 
of relief to draw upon him for that 
amount, and a moment later the dis- 
l)at';h was brought in for bis signature. 
The Baron reproved his secretary for 
using two anporfluous words. The visi- 
tor smiled and said : "It strikes nie as 
strange that yon should scold your 
secretary for a v.-iisto of words costing 
less than 25 cents in a niessag(! whi(di 
gives away .$25, (.100. " " Ah," replied the 
P>aroii, " One ia charity; the otiier busi- 
ness." The speech was exactly indi- 
cative of the man.

DUELIiINa IN GERMANY. 

The Federal Government Called Upon to 
Energetically Combat the Illegal 
Practice. 

I!i:iti,i.v, April 21.— Count von Behr- 
Htorir, Conservalivo, continued the de- 
bate to-day in tlie reichstagi He de- 
clared that his party was confident that 
tlio govonuiicut would ileal seriously 
witii till! i|ueslioii. 

Ilcrr Kichter, liadical, urged tliat the 
parties iinito in a strong appeal to the 
goveniuient, and declared that the state- 
ment of Dr. von Boetticher, minister 
of the interior, on tlio subject was un- 
satisfactory, tame and weak. He at- 
tuiiked iluelliiij; among the students, and 
in doing so remarked that the evil came 
from above and the centre of gravity 
lay in tlio practice of extending tlie im 
perial pardon to ofHcjei-s. lie concluded 
by renuirking that if he had his own 
way lie would send an address direct to 
the crown. 

Herr Grober condemned students 
dnelliui: as beiui; simply jireparatory to 
more serious duelling. 

Baron von Uantenllel supported llerr 
Bacliem and condemned duer.ing. 

Herr Foster, Socialist, expressed his 
disbelief in the sincerity of the mem- 
bers ol the Right, and declared that a 
change of views in military circles 
woulil lirst be required, lie defended 
his own views on the Paris Conuiaiine 
and rei^alled that I'rince Bisn-.an^k in his 
time admitted that the Commune had 
some jiislilicatioii. 

Continuing, Ilerr Bebcl criticised the 
cabinet order of lM7r>, relating to courts 
of iiOnor, and was called to order. 

Ilerr Scall, Conservative, made a ve- 
hement attack upon the Socialists, and 
was iilso called to order for charging 
Herr Behel with audacious calunmy. 

Finally Herr Bachem withdrew his 
motion in favor of Herr Adts' motion, 
which called upon the fedei'al govern- 
ment to energetiirally combat the illegal 
practice of duelling liy all the means in 
their power. This motion was adopted 
imani Muiusly amid loud aiiplause. 

I.o.snoN, ,\|)ril 21. — Tlu! Berlin corres- 
ponileiil. of the Times say.s : C-lKincellor 
von Hoheiilohe's statement yesterday 
as to tlie purjioses of the goveriinieiit 
towards the duelling abuse which was 
presented to the reichstag by Dr. von 
Boetticher was greeted with a storm of 
derisive laughter. But that the (luestion 
is so serious one would feel inclined to 
join in the laughter at such an unmeaning 
declaration, and it will not be surprising 
if the conclusion is drawn that the gov- 
ernment refuses to comply with the 
w islies of a large section of llie public.

How tlic French Senate's Refusal to 
' Grant Madag'ascar Credits 
' Is Regarded. 

Tlie Government riiiyiiig Oil' the 
Chamber of Deputies Against 
the Senate. 



Paris, April 21.— The refusal of the 
senate to grant the Madagascar credits 
to the Bourgeois cabinet is regarded as a 
well devised tactical move against the 
cabinet in a conflict between the two 
branches of the government, which in- 
volves the French constitution it- 
self. It was belies'ed the cabinet 
would feel itself driven into a 
corner and be compelled to resign 
and it was expected this would occur to- 
morrow-. The cabinet's reply in sum- 
moning the chamber seems the best that 
could be niatle to the senate's move and 
virtually refers the conflict to the cham- 
ber, w-bicli has already twice refused to 
concur in a vote of censure of the cabin- 
et passed liy the senate. 

If the newly-summoned chamber per- 
sists in this attitude, a constitutional 
crisis would be threatened. It is be- 
lieved the cabinet has been convinced 
for some time past that it must relin- 
quish oflice, but has been manoniv- 
riiis; for the advantage of posi- 
tion for its appearance before 
the country. The real coidlict 
is between the (conservative element in 
ijolitics represented by the senate, and 
the Radical and Socialistic eleiiieiits 
represented in the I'ourgeois cabinet, 
which seek constitutional changes look- 
ing to tlie controlof the senate itself and 
doing away with its obstruction to the 
Radical programme in France. 

The present cabinet's income ta.x 
measure is a main feature of the pro- 
gramme uncompromisingly opposed by 
the jsenatc. The latter body has adroitly 
evaiJed making an issue with the cabinet 
on the income tax measure, and has ap- 
parently concluded that the withholding 
of the credits for .the govern- 
ment's ^Madagascar programme, wliieh 
has (iroved tiiipo[)ular in France, 
jtrovides a nominal ground for the con- 
ilct more likely to apjieul to the people, 
it is believed that the government in- 
tends to provoke a vote of want of conli- 
deiice by the chamber again. Such a 
vote would transform the senate's hos- 
tility to the cabinet into a conflict be- 
tween the senate and chamber and 
would oblige the senate to lind some 
nietbod of surmounting similar opposi- 
tion in the future.
